The Father of American Mcthedism. 


A handsome granite monument thirty-one 
feet high and six feet square at the base, was 
unveiled yesterday with appropriate ceromo- 
nies at Cambridge, New York,to the memory 
of Philip Embury, the first Methodist preach- 
er in America, who died just a hundred years 
before. The most distinguished men of the 
great Church were present, and addresses 
were delivered by Bishop Janes, Simpson 
end others. 

The story of Philip Embury izsa simple 
oue, though of great results. In 1776, he was 
& poor carpenter in New York, havingashop 
on the site of the present City Hall; and in 
this shop he preached the dcctrines of Wes- 
ley, whose followers were but few at that 
time in New York. As more people attend- 
ed at the shop than could be accommodated, 
Embury transferred the scene of his sermons 
to a sail-loft, which he hired in William 
street. Then money was raised among the 
members of the English C hurch here, and 
the first Methodist meeting-house in America 
was built on John street, Philip Embury 
having himself attended to the carpenter 
work, Soon after this help to the struggling 
churéh came from John Wesley, in Eng- 
land, and Richard Pinmore and Thom- 
as Rankin, the first regularly  or- 
dained Methodist minister in the United 
States, came over to aid the brethren 
here. Mr. Embury, after their arrival in New 
Yors, moved to Ash Grove, in Washbiogton 
county, New York, and continued to preach 
there until his death on August 23, 1793, in 
his forty-fifth year. He was buried at Cam- 
den, in the same county, and sixty years after 
his remains were removed to Ash Grove. In 
1868, they were again removei]—this time to 

near Ash Grove, where the mon-

The Sale of the Brunswick and Al- 
bany Railroad. 


The Seapcrt Appeal brings fu)l particulars 
of the Brunswick and Albany Railroad sale. 
The first bid was $305,000 by ex-Governor 
Brown, when the bidding became spirited 
bet ween Governor Brown, Colonel Lowe and 
Mr. Mayer, going up by the single thousand 
until $500,000 was reached, which brought 
Hon. George H. Hazlehurst to the front. His 
bid of $530,000 took the property for Mr. 
Charles de Neufville, representative of the 
bondholders, who arechicfly Germans, Fif- 
teen cars were bid in by Major O.0. Nelson, at 
$5 625, the amcunt due the Dawson Maru- 
facturing Company for the'r construction ; 
and the telegraph line was sold to D. O. 
Whitney for $2,990. The proceeds of the 
sale were deposited by the Board of Com- 
missioners in the City Bank of Macon, out 
of defererc: to the wishes of Brunswick 
people, who are not deeply in love with the 
Central Railroad Company or its bank. 

Mr. de Neufville placed Col. C. L. Schlat- 
ter, the Cuief Engineer of the road from the 
start, in charge of the whole property, ard 
the road will be operated under his direction 
until a permanent organization is made, when 
Col. Schlatter will resume his former cuties. 
Mr. Geo. L. Cook is retained as Superintend- 
ent. There will be no changes in ang of the 
departments at present, and the operation of 
the road will continue withcut interruption. 
The Appeal states that a permanent organi- 
zation will be perfected without delay, and 
work commenced on the uncompleted portion 
of the road. LDrunswick and the people 
along the line of the railroad are well satis- 
fi2d with the result of the sale.

One of the Latest. 


Among the numerous cefalcations of the 
period, some of our readers may have over- 
looked the account of Charlies H. Phelps’ 
embezzlements as cashier of the New York 
State treasury. He pocketed drafts as they 
came in from the county officers, on which 
he readily got the money by endorsing them 
himself as Cashier, until he had stolen $300,- 
000. This amount was sunk in stock specu- 
lations. A Tribune correspondent visited 
adventurer in his cel], and obtained from him 
the following record of his career: 


He was bera in Oneida county, New York, 
raised in Monroe county, and is forty-two 
years old. In 1852. he was appointed mana- 
ger of the Printing Uelegraph Company in 
New York city, which position he held two 
years. [Je then went to Washington as man- 
ager of the same telegraph company in that 
city, where he remained five years. He next 
took the position of agent, cashier, and as- 
sistant superintendent of Adams Express 
Company in the Southern States, which, 
after the war began, was known as 
the “Sopthera Express Company.” He 
remained in that position through 
the war and up to 1866, when ke 
went to New York city and connected him- 
self with Milo Hatch, as bankerand broker, 
Hatch havipg previously held the position 
for eighteen years of cashierof the Mechan- 
ics’ Bank of Georgia. He remained with 
Hatch one year, and then went to Florida to 
take charge of the Southern Express Com- 
pany agaio, with bis headquarters at Jackson- 
ville. From that position he was called to 
take the office of ticket agent of the Western 
and Atlantic Railroad Company, with his 
headquarters at Atlanta. 

Thence he came back to New York city, 
and was appointed by Collector Grinnell a 
weigher injthe Customhouse. While holding 
this position he was charged by certain per- 
sonal enemies, as he says,with selling offices. 
He was suspended, and afuil hearing was 
had before Commissioner Osborn, when the 
charge was refuted and proved to be mali- 
cious, and he was honorably acquitted,and re- 
stored to duty in the Customhouse. This is 
the only charge, prior to the present one; that 
was ever made sgainst him. On the acces- 
sion of Mr. Murphy to the OCollectorship, 
Phelps was removed from office for political 
reasons, as there were many more of Mr. 
Grinnell’s appointees. He then took a posi 
tion for a few months in the Chief Clerk’s 
Office at Police Headquarters in New York, 
from which | oe he came to Albany to take 
the office of Money Clerk or Cashier in the 
Treasury Department.

of W. Garrard and John R-Ivey, who were 
partners and warehousé-men, to recover the 
value of two bales of cotton. The defendant 
filed a special demurrer to the plaintiff’s dec- 
laration for misjoindeér of Garrard as excc- 
utor, with Ivey surviving partner, which was 
overruled, and defendant excepted. The 
Court charged the jury, among other things, 
that if they found for the plaintiff, their ver- 
dict shoul for the value of the cotton not 
delivered, with interest from the time of de- 
mand, and that the principal and _ interest 
together would be the amount of damages. 
The defendant requested the Court to charge 
the jury that they might al ow interest, or, 
withold it, that the allowance of interest was 
in the discretion of the jury—which charge 
the Court refused to give. Whereupon, the 
defendant excepted to the charge as given, 
and refusal to chargeas requested. Accord- 
ing to the provisions of the 8272 and the 
8278 sections of the Code, the demurrer was 
properly overruled. The cause of action was 
a debt against copartners on a contract for 
the performance of which they were 
liable. It is true that the 1497 section 
of the ode declares that the 
surviving partner in case of death, has the 
right to control the assets of the firm to the 
exclusion of the legal representatives of a 
deceased partner, and he is pomeity liable 
to the creditors of the firm for their debts. 
The statute, however, gives the right to sue 
the representatives of the deceased partner 
in thesameaction with the survivor, without 
qualification or restriction, If there are any 
legal or equitable grounds why the represen- 
‘ative of the deceased partner should not be 
made liable for the debt, he can 
plead and prove the same at the trial, ana 
the verdict can be so moulded as to do full 
justice to the parties in the same manner asa 
decree in equity—Code 8504. The right to 
join the representative of a decea:ed partner 
in the same action with the surviving partner 
is one thing; what shall be the liability of 
the representative of the deceased partner in 
such an action so brought, will depend on 
the facts, and the law of partnership appli- 
cable thereto, and the verdict and judgment 
should be rendered jn accordance therewith. 
By allowing the representative of the de- 
ceased partner to be joined ia the 
same action with the syrvivor, the statute 
does not alter or change the liability of) 
partners as defined by law, but on the con- 
trary it assumes that the representative of 
the deceased partner will protect himself by 
pleading any legal, or equitable def«nse, he 
may have to such action so brought against 
him as the representailve of such deceased 
partner. There was no error, in yiew of the 
facts of the case, in the refusal of the Court 
to charge as requested ia relation to the 
question of intcrest, or in the charge as given. 
Vode, 2,894. 

Let the judgment of the Court below be 
affirmed.

Eagle and Phonix Manufacturing Company 
vs White, Sheffield & Co.; Garnishment, 
from Muscogee. 

WARNER, C. J. 

This was an issue formed upon a traverse 
of the answer ofthe Eagle and Phenix Man- 
ufaciuring Company, as garnishees of the 
Rock Island Paper Mills, 

It appeared from the evidence that White, 
Sheffield & Co.,on the 29th March, 1867, 
sued out an attachment against the Rock 
Island Paper Mills, returnable to May term, 
1867, of Muscogee Superior Court, and that 
the Eagle and Phcenix Manufacturing Com- 
pany were served with summons of garnish- 
ment on the same day. 

A declaration was filed in said case return- 
able to May term, 1867, of said court, and 
judgment rendered against said Rock Island 
Paper Mills at November term, 1870, 1n favor 
of the plaintiffs for the principal sum of 
$2,397 14, and $741 interest to judgment. 

To this gimmshment the E gle and Phe 
nix Manutacturing Company filed an an- 
Swer at the return term of the attachment. 
This answer set forth that the garnishee had 
purchased from the Rock Island Paper Mills 
Company a lot of land at the price of $7,000 
and that $1,000 had been paid in cash acd 
$637 45 in an account against ssid paper 
mills, and that the remainder was to be paid 
when good titles to said lot should be made, 
and that such title had not been made at the 
filing of the answer. 

No traverse was filed to this snswer. Af- 
terwards the following order was made in 
said case: 

“In the above case plaiatiffs in garnish- 
ment moved for judgment vs. garnishees, 
when counsel for Rock Island Paper Mills 
objected to the plaintiff’s proceeding in said 
garnishment because the judgmeni against 
the Rock Island Paper Miils Company was 
founded on a debt anterior to the Ist June, 
1865, and no affidavit had been filed that 
taxes had been paid. The same objection 
was made by attorneys for garnishees, and 
during the pending of said motion plaintiff 
in garnishment moved to remove said cause, 
whereupon it was ordered by the court that 
the same be removed as prayed for to the 
Circuit Court of the United States for the 
Southern District of Georgia. 

Afterwards, on the 4th cf May, 1872, said 
White, Sheffield & Co. sued out a garnish. 
ment at common law upoa the aforesaid 
judgment, which was returnable to May 
Term, 1872, of said Muscogee Superi»r,Court 
and the Eagle & Phcenix|Manufacturing Co. 
were served with summons of garnishment 
on the same day. 

At the return term of said garnishment 
the garnishee filed an answer, setiiog forth 
that said garnishee was indebted to the Rock 
Isiand Paper Mills in the sum of $5,352 55 
balance dua for puchase of lot number 14. 
and further, that two other garnishments 
have been issued of the same date, one in fa- 
vor of Todd & Rafferty and, the other 
in favor of Bagley & Sewell, both against 
said Rock Island Paper Mills and summons 


garnishee had filed similar answers. 

To this answer the plaialiff filed a traverse, 
at same term alleging that the garnishee was 
indebted $10,000 00. 

~At tbe next November term, 1872, the 
garnishee filed en amended answer. In this 
the garnishee set out that the plaintiff had 
issued an attachment in 1867 and served the 
garnishee with summons, and at tLe same 
time Todd & Rafferty, Bagley & Sewsll and 
Petty & Sawyer each issued an attachment 
and served the garnishee with summons, all 
returnable to same Court, That answers 
were flied in each case and that each of the 
partics except Petty & Sawyer had removed 
their case, to the Circuit Court. 

That the balance due for the lot was to be 
paid when titles were made and that titles 
had been made in 1867. The total amount 
Claimed to be due by said several plaintiffs 
from said Paper Miils was more than the 
balance due by garnishee; that garnishee 
was ready and willing on the day of makin 
the titles to pay the balance due and woul 
have done so but for said garnishments and 
has always been willing and ready to pay the 
same, but haz not done soon account of the 
garnishmente. 

Said garnishments were pending in said 
Circuit Court un il the term of said Court 
held last, before the service of the second 
summons issued under the garnishment at 
cOmmon law, and at the time of said second 
service this balance was still due. 

Atsthe same time the second summons was 
served the said Todd & Rafferty and Bagley 
& Sewell], also served the garnishee with 
summons of garnishment to answer at the 
same term, and that the total amount claimed 
by all the plaintiffs against the paper mills 
eae than the balance due by the gar- 


Plaintiff also traversed the answer and 
forth that the garnishee was indebted a6 000 
besides interest, for that the garvishee did 
resist and délay ssid garnishmenis and has 
constantly used said money in their busi: 
ness. 


It,was shown by G. Gunby Jobnson, who 
was book keeper of the Eagle and Phenix 
Manu facturing Co., that the amount due for 
the lot had not been set apart by the ishee 
but had remained in its hands. That gar- 
nishee had frequently borrowed money and 
d re set re Did wt ways | 
ve on hand m to or the 
lot, but could have promot nA at any 
time. Did not pay it because of the garnish- 
After 1 the order transferring said 
case to the Olneae Court,the garnishee moved 
to cismiss the 
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of said cases so transferred to said Court 
because the records in said case were not 
filed in said Court on the first day of the 
said Court, but said Court ‘remanded the 
same to the Superior Court of Mtscogee. 


It a s from the evidence that the 
Rock Island Paper Mills made a deed to the 
arnishee which was gccepted in 1867 and 
that the garnishee had never paid the money 
into Court and that the ishee resisted 
the payment on the ground of the statute of 
limitations. 

The Court charged the’.jury that they 
should find what amount the garnishees 
owed to said paper mills company and far- 
ther that they should ascertain when said 
money became due, that nay might find 
intercst against the garnishee upon the same 
from the time the same became due. 

This last charge was excepted to by 
garnishee, and is the second error assigned. 

The jury found that the garnishee was 
indebted $3,805.75 principal, and $1,757.01 
interest. 

After the rendition of the verdict the 
Court gave judgment in favor of the plaintiff 
egainst the garnishee for the full amount of 
the principal and interest of plaintiff's judg- 
ment against the Kock Island Paper Mills 
Company, to which judgment the garnishee 
excepts, and this is the third and last groand 
of error assigned. | 

It was not error in the Court in refusing to 
dismiss the garnishment on either of the 
grounds stated in the motion. First, because 
it did’not affirmatively appear that the Cir- 
cuit Court bad ever acquired jurisdiction of 
the garnishment ane and as the case 
was back in the uperior Court 
at the time the motion to _ dis- 
miss was made, we are bound to 
presume it was rightly back there, notwith- 
standing an order may have been granted to 
remove it ata previous term of the Court; 
besides, the removal of the garnishment pro- 
ceeding to the Circuit Court, would not ne- 
cessarily have removed the common law 
judgment to that Court. Second, because 
the affidavit of the garnishee alleging there 
was at the timeof issuing the gardishment at 
common law, another garnishment in favur 
of the plaintiffs against the garnishee to re- 
cover the same debt, if it is to be considered 
in the nature of aplea in abatement, it was 
not filed at the first term of the Court after 
service of the summons of garnishment ; be- 
rides, there is no allegation in the affidavit 
that there was another garnishment pending 
in any Court at the time of issuing the garn- 
ishment at common law, therefore the motion 
to dismiss was properly overruled. The 
question of interest was immateii:l so far as 
tne garnishee is concerned, for it admits it is 
indebted to the defendant more than suffi- 
cient to pay both the principal and interest 
found by the verdict. When the garnishee 
pays what it admits it owes to the defendant 
into Court, it need not trouble itself about 
the distribution of the money between the 
other creditors of defendant. 

Let the judgment of the Court below be 
affirmed.
